His Record as a Reformer. 

That the service has not been the sufferer by 
his hard work is shown by the many important 
improvements that have taken place in army 
affairs under his administration. Among the 
very important reforms brought about by. 
Secretary Proctor may be mentioned the re- 
duction in the percentage of desertions, the 
army’s great evil, This was accomplished 
partly through the edministration and largely 
through the legislatiog which was secured 
through Mr, Proctor’s personal efforts. It is 
generally conceded that there has not been since 
the war so much important législation enacted 
looking to the increased efficiency of the army 
as during the last Congress. There may be 


‘some of doubtful value, but it can be truth- 


fully said that the army is vastly pleased with 
the bulk of what has been done. There has 
been legislation embracing provisions for 
lineal promotion, something that the army 
officers have been urging for years; legislation 
making examination a condition of promo- 
tion ; acts for the relief of the retired list, pre- 
scribing a limit of punishment, and several 
different measures tending to prevent deser- 
tion. In addition to what has been accom- 
plished through legislation much has been 
done in an administrative way. The experi- 
ment of using Indians as soldiers is being 
tried; the method of handling the pension 
records has been changed 60 as to secure mor. 
expeditious adjudication of the hundreds of 
thousands of pending pension claims; a plan 
of finding out the qualifications of every officer 
in the service has been put into operation so 
that details to the many classes of duty can 
be more intelligently made, 
Friction with Secretary Noble. 

It is said in some quarters that a further 
reason for Secretary Proctor’s -desire to get 
out of the Cabinet is the incompatahility of 
temperament which exists between Secretary 
Noble and himself. Noble is impulsive and 
Proctor is not. ‘The two Cabinet officers did 
have a sharp difference of opinion over the 
authority of the War Department and the In- 
terior Department respectively in dealing 
with the Indians, and the President had to 
act as umpire, or rather as peacemaker. The

SEVERE STORM ON THE ATLANTIC COAST 


Great Damage Done at Asbury Park and 
Leng Branch. 

Assury Park, N.J., March 20.—[Special. ]— 
The wind has blown with terrific force direct- 
ly on shore all day. A number of cottages 
in process of erection between Point Pleas- 
ant City and the highlands of Navesink 
have been damaged. A number of chimneys 
and trees have been blown down. The heavy 
wind has caused an extremely high surf. It 
was rumored tonight that a large schooner 
had been blown ashore near Belmar. The 
surf has run over the beach between the ocean 
and Deal lake and filled the lake up even with 
the botton of the bridge of the New York and 
Long Branch railroad, If the high winds 
continue much damage will be done tonight 
at high tide. 

The high winds succeeded in stirring up one 
of the most savage seas ever seen along the 
bluff fronting Zong Branch.

are turned out, © worth $15 at jobbing 
rates.

JEFFERSON'S TRAITOROUS DOCTRIWES.

against Thomas Jefferson, the author of the Dec- 
laration of Independence and the founder of the 
Democratic party 


The “infamous slanders” in question 
were extracts from the writings of Jefferson, 
the authenticity of which is unquestioned. 
Nobody denies that he drafted the Kentucky 
resolutions of 1798, the first of which reads: 

Resolved, That whensoever the Genera! Govern- 
ment assumes undelegated powers its acts are un- 

ive, void, and of no force; that to this 
compact each State acceded asa State; that the 
ari ee gp tess Sr ero lie fe ee 
~exclusive or final judge of the extent of the 
powers delegated to itself; but that as in all cases 
of compact among powers having no common 
adge, each party has an equal right to judge for 
i well of infractions as of the mode and 
measure of redress. __ 

The allegation was that Congress had passed 
certain unconstitutional laws. But by the 
Constitution the Supreme Court is made the 
judge of the constitutionality of the legisla- 
lation of Congress. Jefferson, however, pro- 
posed to strip the court of its rights and make 
each State the judge whether Congress had 
kept within the scope of its powers. If Jef- 
ferson’s theory were sound each State would 
today be deciding for itself the constitution- 


.| ality of the McKinley law. Some would up- 


hold it. Others would say it was not binding 
on them. 
In the eighth resolution Mr. Jefferson said: 
Every State has a natural right ‘n cases not 
within the compact to nullify of their own au- 
‘all assumptions of power by others within 
their limits; . . . Congress being the creature 
of the compact, and subject as to its assumptions 
to final judgment of those by whom 


created. 

These Jeffersonian dogmas were taken up 
by Calhoun, who spoke of nullification as 
“the great conservative principle.” When 


use [the States] itself and its powers were

TWO ROADS TO RELIEF, 

The voice of the farmer has been heard in 
the land, demanding relief. The fact that he 
has asked for that which is at once impossible 
to grant and would do him as well as the rest 
of the community vastly more harm than 
good ifitcould be granted does not dispose 
of the case. The farmers need relief, and it 
will be interesting to inquire what can be 
done to aid them. They may be helped to 
get better prices for their surplus produce, or 
to pay lower prices for the goods they have to 
buy, or both. The extending of assistance in 
these two directions is as far as Congress can 
go without doing great and manifest injustice 
to other classes in the community. 

The possibilities of the first kind of relief 
may be summed up in the one word “ reci- 
procity.” That will give the farmers enlarged 
markets for their products, and tend to ele- 
vate prices at home by so much as the foreign 
demand relieves the pressure of material upon 
home markets. Secretary Blaine and Presi- 
dent Harrison are working to that end, and 
have already secured arrangements by which 
we may expect a large expansion of our trade 
with Brazil. Statistics show that the Brazil- 
ian imports, the duties on which will be re- 
duced 25 per cent to the United States shipper 
from and after the end of this month, have 
averaged a value of $38,631,243 for each of the 
last three years, of which the United States 
has contributed only $2,085,899. Also that 
of articles which will be imported free 
from the United States we have only con- 
tributed $3,394,683 out of the total of $20,008,- 
940 of average annual value. The articles in- 
clude grain and flour, hog products, cotton- 
seed oil, potatoes, fish, coal, agricultural im- 
plements, mining and mechanical machinery, 
and a rather wide array of manufactured arti- 
cles, most if not all of which it is- fair to pre- 
sume will be sent from the United States un- 
der the new arrangements. Here is a proba- 
ble gain of $63,200,000 worth of trade per 
annum in the supply of our surplus products 
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into the same number of lines. Mr. Blaine is 
not working for his party, but for his country.

Whatever helps the producer helps 
the consumer. 

Cuban sugar is free by law, and will be for 
nine months. But at the end of that time, if 
Spain persists in its unjust discriminations, 
the President will, in obedience to the direc- 
tions of Congress, impose a duty of twenty 
dollars a ton on Cuban sugars. .So the sugar 
of that Spanish island will not be “ free for- 
ever,” unless Spain comes to terms before 
Jan. 1, 189% It is a piece of un- 
necessary impudence on the part of the 
World to assume that President Har- 
rison dare not do his duty. Nor will 
“sugar be free forever,”’ if the Supreme Court 
declares the McKinley bill unconstitutional. 
If the court upsets that measure it will have to 
sweep it away root and branch, for the im- 
porters are aftacking the constitutionality of 
the whole of it, not of separate clauses. If 
the court decides against the law, then the old 
duties on sugar will be revived, and it will be 
for the Fifty-second Congress to say whether 
they shall be removed or lowered. The World 
should learn a little law. 

Does the United States give nothing for 
which Spain should give an equivalent? It 
gives free admission to its great market to 
Cuban sugars. Supposing Spain refuses to 
reciprocate? Then Cuban sugar will have to 
pay a heavy duty per ton, while that produced 
in other countries will pay nothing. This will 
stimulate enormously the production of cane 
sugar in Pan-America and of beet sugar in 
Germany and France, The result will be that 
in time Cuba will be crowded out of the 
American market, will find no purchaser for 
its sugar, and will rise up against Spain in a 
revolt which this country will not go out of its 
way to assist in suppressing. It is possible 
that it might even close its eyes to any tender 
of assistance’or aid to the revolutionists by 
sympathetic Americans. 

If the World dislikes .Mr. Blaine’s politics 
let it attack him on that score as much as it 
pleases. But it should not carry its blind 
partisanship and its subserviency to foreign 
importers temporarily domiciled in this coun- 
try so far as to slander, abuse, and malign 
him when heis working, not for his party, 
but for his country and for all its inhabitants, 
consumers as well as producers.

SAVE THE NEEDLESS WASTE OF MONEY 
AND TIME. . 


The Real-Estate Board of this city, an or- 
ganization of men above the average for in- 
telligence and quick-wittedness, has been 
considering the late address of the Trustees of 
the Sanitary District, pointing out the ex- 
cessive and unnecessary cost of the work 
intrusted to them, under the present law, and 
has reached the unanimous conclusion that— 


the deductions of fact madein such address are 
in substance correct. Essentially they are that 
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The Peoria Transcript says that the Drain- 
age act is a contract between the people of 
Chicago and those of the valley. That cannot 
be, because the Legislature reserved expressly 
the right to alter that law ae it pleased, It 
can do so without consulting Chicago or the 
Illinois Valley, and no court can hinder it. 
To speak of the law asacontract, therefore, 
is to misuse a word which has a definite and 
specific meaning. 

There was one excellént reason why the 
Legislature should reserve the right to amend 
the law. That was that the act of 1889 was 
necessarily to some extent a tentative, pre- 
liminary one. It was not known at the time 
it passed what the boundaries of the Chicago 
Sanitary District, to be defined thereafter by 
the Judges, would be. It was impossible to 
tell whether that district would cover the en- 
tire territory of Chicago and outside towns 
like Evanston; or whether it would leave out 
Evanston and a part of Chicago. So while 
provision was made in a vague way for other 
sanitary districts there was no definite legisla- 
tion on this or many other points—nor could 
there be with the imperfect surveys then made. 

Since that law was passed the boundaries 
of the Chicago Sanitary District have been 
defined. Some wished it to cover the entire 
Calumet basin, but the southern line was 
fixed at Eighty-fifth street. Soin the course 
of time there will be a Calumet Drainago Dis- 
trict, which will cut a drainage channel west- 
ward along the line of the canal feeder, with 
a capacity of about 100,000cubic feet a minute. 
If this Calumet channel were prolonged to the 
Chicago deep cut, so as to empty into it, it 
would strike the latter—after having crossed the 
canal—at the Sag. It is from this point down- 
ward, therefore, that the Chicago rock cut 
should have an increased capacity, if that 
cut is to accommodate two sanitary districts. 
But the law as it reads makes it necessary.for 
Chicago to begin giving its channel a water 
depth of eighteen feet—which means thirty 
feet below the surface of the ground—and a 
width at the bottom of 160 feet nine miles this 
side of the Sag. 

Can the Transcript state why the law should 
not be amended so as not to require this city 
to do a clearly unnecessary amount of ex- 
pensive rock work for nine miles—to cut a 
channel for that distance which the law 
says must carry off 600,000 cubic feet of 
water, but which would have a capacity of 
750,000 feet, when no such amount of water 
ever will pass along down that part of the 
channel? For it is impossible for this Drain- 
age District to send more than 300,000 cubic 
feet down the new channel it is to cut, 
because to send more than that it 
would be necessary to widen the river 
and South Branch along their entire course at 
the cost of hundreds of millions or to cut a 
large waterway along the line of Thirty-ninth 
street at a total cost of thirty millions, Either 
that or rush more water through the river by 
creating so swift a current asto destroy navi- 
gation, which the General Government would 
not permit. . 

Can the Transcript tell why this city should 
do that nine miles of unnecessary work?

PEFFER’S MISREPRESENTATIONS. 

Senator Peffer is quoted as saying that the 
farmer gets an average of 40 per cent less in 
return for his products by being obliged to 
sell when money was tight, that this has oc- 
curred during all recent years, and is a power- 
ful argument in favor of affording the farm- 
ets some immediate relief. The middlemen 
buy the produce cheap, hold it, and get the 40 
per cent advance at the expense of the pro- 


and Canada the farmers may reckon confi- 
dently upon a large and substantial benefit 
from the new policy of reciprocity. This 
trade will be fostered by the establishment of 
steamer lines to carry the goods, thus open- 
ing up direct communication with our new 
customers, and preliminary steps towards this 
have already been taken by our Government. 

The second means of relief is a careful and 
judicious lowering of prices of the things 
which the farmer wants to buy. But this 
must not be done to the extent of depressing 
them to the point. at which the wages of labor 
would be attacked, and the consuming ability 
of the manufacturing workers be reduced. If 
the reduction were carried tbat far the farmer 
would lose more in the home market than he 
would gain in the foreign one. A part of the 
gain in this direction may be hoped for in the 
important item of transportation charges, 
which have been much lowered within the last 
few years, owing to a variety of causes. But 
even thig cannot be carried too far without 
impoverishing the railroad workers, and they 
constitute a large part of the consumers who 
take from the farmer what he has to sell. 

It is.probable that the next Congress will 
take measures tending to cheapen moderately 
the prices of what the farmer has to buy, and 
thus complement the good to be accomplished 
by reciprocity. The farming interest will 
then-have legitimate relief from as much of 
its trouble as it is possible to remove by legis- 
fahon without doing more harm than good.

We are of opinion that a scheme of drainage by 
a southwesterly route or routes is too vital to the 
interests of this community to be abandoned, but 
the law should be amended in such manner as to 
relieve it of arbitrary and impracticable features. 

These conclusions of a representative body 
of Chicagoans, all interested in the prosperity 
of the city and the State, should have great 
weight with members of the Legislature who 
are free from prejudice. 

Stated compactly the facts are these: Till 
Congress assumes some great but indefinite 
responsibilities this Sanitary District cannot 
be called on to send more than 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute down the Illinois. The General 
Government never will assume those respon- 
sibilities. The Dlinois delegation has not the 
cheek to ask it to, And even if Congress 
should agree to pay unending damages for 
overflowed farm lands this Sanitary District 
cannot send 600,000 cubic feet a minute down 
any channel it may cut, no matter how large 
it may be, because, in order to get that quazt- 
ity of water or anything like it through the 
Chicago River and the South Branch, it would 
be necessary to widen them extensively. Con- 
sidering the value of the property abutting on 
those streams it would take over fifty millions 
to do the work, and but little of the cost could 
be defrayed by special assessments. The in- 
creased width of the stream would necessitate

Harirax, N. S., March 20—{Special.]— 
Prof, Weldon, M. P., one of the most prom-

The Treasury Department Discouraging Ex- 
port of the Yellow Metal. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., March 20.—Acting Sec- 
retary Nettleton today rejected offers aggre- 
gating $850,000 for the exchange for export of 
gold coin for gold bars. He says his action 
was in accordance with the policy recently 
decided upon that it is contrary to the best in- 
terests of the Government to relinquish at the 
present time for export. any considerable part 
of the most convenient form of our gold sup- 
ply.
